Hoboken, N. J., Oct. 15.—The Amer- 


ican transport America, sank at her 
pier here this morning. She was report- 
ed to have troops on board and although 
details were withheld by the authon- 


' ties It was reported that between 30 and 


40 of the crew were drowned in the 
boiler-room. 


All the troops were reported to have 


been taken off safely. 
The cause of 


the sinking was unknown, but it was 
said that the ship was undergoing in- 
terior repairs that may have in some 
way to do with the entrance of water 
into her hold. 


The sinking occurred at 5 o'clock this 
morning, while most of the troops were 
still in their berths. In their hurried 
escape from the ship to the pier most 
of them had no time to don their 
clothes. 


The Red Cross was called on for as- 
sistance and soon trucks filled with 
blankets, clothing, and food also arriv- 
ed at the pier for distribution among 
the shivering soldiers. 
The transport was formerly the big 


Hamburg-American 
line 
passenger 
ship Amerika. She registers 22,622 tons 
gross. She was taken over here when 
the United States entered the war. The 
vessel was 669 feet long, and was built 
in 1905. With a navy crew on board 
the ship has tteen in the service of the 
army as a troop transport.

Water poured into an open coal port 
and she turned over. The St. Paul was

It was learned' that a gang of ma- 
chinists was at work at the time the 
vessel settled and it was suggested that 
one of these men, being a civilian not 
familiar with marine mechanism opened 
a sea cock under the imprcssioa that 
he was closing it.

The America, of 22,622 tons gross, 
has a capacity of carrying eight thous 
and troops and a crew of 12.00 men.

Inasmuch as all the troops and crew

Progress of the influenzi epidemic in 


Newark showed a decrease Tuesday for 
the fust time for five days, according 
to unofficial figures obtained by the 
health department at noon today 
In- 


complete reports indicated that the new 
cases today would be about 7 per cent 
below those reported Sunday and Mon 
day. 
For the 24 hour period ending at 6 


o'clock Monday night, 280 new cases 
weie reported. 
This was an increase 


of 15 per cent, the health department 
records showed. 
Tuesday's reports were not complete 


enough to warrant giving out/figures, 
it was stated. 
The 2800 cases, reported Monday are 


being cared for by 35 of the citv's 4 
physicians. The other six, who made no 
reports, are themselves victims of the 
disease. 


One death has been reported—that of 
Mrs. Frank Horner, Mound Court. 


The crest of the epidemic should be 
reached today and the health authori- 
ties hope that tomorrow's report will 
show such to be the case.

render, they said, can the enemy now 
prevent the terminating evidence of his 
defeat — invasion of Germany 
There _is no doubt among officers that 


sooner cV later the enemy 'will be com- 
pelled to accept these uncompromising 
terms. 
The German army is being 


pounded to death in the field, they de 
clared, and the only thing Germany can 
hope to save from the wreckage is to 
prpvent the war being carried across her 
border. And that can be accomplished 
only at the price of putting herself as 
utterly at the mercy of the victors as 
did Bulgaria. 
Military opinion appeared to be In 


full agreement that in ennunciatmg the 
policy that absolute safeguards and 
guarantees of the "present military su 
premacy" of American and allied forces 
must control any armistice agreement, 
President Wilson had placed it bevond 
the power of Germany to reap any ben- 
efit from the insincere move toward 
peace. 
The question of the agencies to bp 


employed in framing armistice condi 
tions naturally would come up only 
when Germany has complied with tlif> 
president's 
other requirements. 
It 
seemed probable ta officers, however, 
that the military board of thp supreme 
war council at Versailles would be the 
natural agency. The council itself is 
composed only of the premiers of the 
allied nations and President Wilson 
The military and all other boards of the 
council are advisory only and their rec- 
dmmendations must be ratified by the 
council to become effective. 
Without question, Marshal Foch, tbe 
supreme commander, and the field com 
tnandecs, Generals Petain. Haig, Persh- 
ing and Diaz, would be fully consulted 
and the resulting definite terms of sur- 
render in all probability would be at 
once ratified and laid before Germany 
as the only price for respite from at 
tack. 


The general elements of the terms to 


all officers 
It was pointed out that it 
was the situation of today at the front 
that constituted the 
supremacy of 


which the president speaks — the situa- 
tion which must be adequately safe- 
guarded. As competent military judges 
see that situation, the German army i<s 
in desperate straights, particularly for 
man-power. There also is striking evi- 
dence of waning morale. 


With the shortage of man power to 


meet, it was -said that the German 
general staff has logically decided upon 
shortening its lines to increase the re 
sistmg power of its reduced forces To 
accomplish a scientific retreat, how- 
ever. the lines in the rear must be 
prepared, organized and equipped in ad- 
vance and reserve troops must be in 
stalled in those lines to receive and 
check the shock of enemy pursuit after 
the retreating 
forces 
have parsed 


through to rest and reorganize in the 
rear. 


Under the terrific 'and never-ceasing 
hammering of the allied armies, how- 
ever. they have no time to arrange for 
withdrawal on the scale necessary to 
meet their shrinking forces. 


Many officers have feared that by 


diplomatic trickery the enemy would 
secure enough time to fall back on the 
Rhine, shorten hH lines: redistribute his 
forces: reconstitute his stock of guns 
and munitions, and prepare for a long 
defensive battle. President Wilson's re 
»>ly has shown the enemy, it was said. 
that this program no longer is possible 
to him. He must fight it out now or 
surrender, 


One allied Olficer, summarizing the 


situation. <«aid: "Just as we had feel- 
ing last March of being always 48 
hours too late to stop the drive toward 
Amiens, now the enemy, dominated by 
the power and continuity of our attacks.

HIT ENEMY LINE 


HARD IN BELGIUM 


Roulers Is Captured and' 


the Allies Drive Close To 
Courtrai and Thourout. 


• (Compiled from A.-P. Dispatches.) 
Savagely attacking the German lines 


in Belgium, British. French and Bel- 
gian forces have captured Koulers and 
carried their lines far toward Courtrai 
and Thourout. In reports from 
the 


front, there are indications that the 
German lines have been pierced and 
that the enemy is retreating rapidly. 


On the other extreme of the battle 


line. American troops 
have 
carried i 
their lines well past the Kremhild po-! 
sition west of the Meuse river. 
J 


They are now holding a front that 
runs from north of Cunel. north of 
Xtomagne and thence northwestwardly j 
to the vicinity of St. Georges, at which | 
village it turns to the southwest 
and 
meets the French lines at Grandpre, 


French and Italian forces are slowly 


sweeping the Germans back out of the 
Laon salient. They are now well to the 
east of the Laon-La Fere road and 
have kept a steady ' pressure against 
the enemy along the Oiae Valley to the 
northeast of La Fere. 


The allied blow in Belgium appears 


to be one which may have a direct, 
bearing on the course of.the mighty' 
battle that is being waged over the 
buttle line from Dixmude to Verdun. 
I 


The progress made against the Ger- 


mans on the first day of the offensive 
seems to indicate that it is possible 
for the allies to press eastward and' 
outflank both the German submarine 
bases to the north and the whole Ger- 
man line to the south. 


A glance at the map shows that the 


railroads 
by which 
the 
submarine) 


bases are supplied are in danger as 
the allied advance carries 
the 
lines, 
nearer and nearer to Ghent. It is 
rumored along the 
British 
front in 
> 
Flanders that British monitors have 
entered Ostend but this report it not 
T 
confirmed. 
Should it prove true how- 


ever, it is possible that forces may be 
landed in the rear of the Germans still 
holding the lines 
between 
Thourout \ 


and the sea.

South of the new break in the Ger-' 


man lines the Germans have been in , 
a serious position for some time. Lille 
has been in danger from the south and 
this new attack threatens to outflank . 
the city from the north. 
Should this 


occur, Lille will probably fall and with ' 
it's fall Douai is certain to 
be in- 


volved. 


There appears to be every reason to 


believe that the Germans along 
the 


flanks of the line from Solesmes to 
the vicinity of Rethel will succeed in 
delaying 
the 
allied 
advance 
long 


enough to permit the forces of the big 
Laon salient to escape in safety. 
All 
reports or" the fighting in this area 
however, agree that the German losses 
in material and munitions are 
-very 
heavy. 


The success of the Americans east 


of the Argonne forest seems to bring 
the Germans there face to face with 
the 
necessity 
of 
either 
greatly 
strengthening the forces holding the 
line or retiring to the northward. 
This sector is so important to the 


future development of German defen- 
sive measures that it may be expected 
that the enemy will strive by all means 
to hold back the Americans.

The German rear guards were 
overcome and further north the enemy 
resistance gradually grew lighter as as 
sault progressed.

and a battalion commander. 


The enemy has begun blowing up 
material which he could not remove 
and the torch is being applied to the 
tow ns that are being abandoned by the 
Get mans.
